' William Cain; one of Racine's *nost 
popular - and well known young men, 
took his life in a room at the Drexel ho- 
tel on Main street early Sunday morning 
by swallowing a large dose of carbolic 
acid which he had had in his possession 
for some .time. Mr. Cuin was a well 
known 'pianist and has held a number of 
positions in nnd out of the city. On 
Saturday evening before his rash act lie 
played the piano at Hotel Budar where 
he had been employed. He left that ho- 
tel nt 11 o'clock on Saturday night,- be- 
ing accompanied by several other youjig 
men. 'He appeared to b* in good spirits 
and the entire party entered the bar- 
room of the Drexel hotel whcro Mr. Cain 
registered and went to a room shortly 
before 12 o'clock. That was the last 
seen of him alivo and friends who were 
with him had not the least idea that he 
contemplated the rash act. 


Porter Htard Moans. 


The fact that the young man had com- 


mitted suicide was learned by the porter 
of the hotel who heard moan's coming 
from the room occupied

at 


about 5 o'clock Sunday morning. The 
door was broken and lying on the bed 
was young Cain who seemed to be prac- 
tically dead. Dr. A. J. Williams was at 
once summoned, but when he arrived.a 
short time after the yound man hud 
breathed his last. The .physician stated 
tliat a large dose of carbolic acid had 
been taken by young Cain, nnd a search 
of the room revealed the fact that the 
bottle which had contained the acid had 
been broken and the fragments thrown 
into a • cuspidor near the bed. Young 
Cain had not undressed, but had merely 
removed his overcoat and hat. 


Bought it Month Ago. 


When it was ascertained that,-death 


had taken place Coroner Jonas Hoyle 
was summoned to the hotel. 
He-collcot- 


ed the fragments of the 'broken bottle 
and by the portions of-the label ascer- 
tained' that the acid had been purchased 
from the Red Cross 
Drug 
company's 


store on Sixth street. A visit to tha 
store was made and'it was there learned 
that Cain purchased a three ounce bottle 
of acid on Nov. 23. For some time Mr. 
Cain had been suffering with a sore foot, 
and it was for the purpose of using the 
acid as a wash that it was originally 
purchased. Just how much of the fiery 
liquid was taken into the system of the 
young man could not be learned. From 
the fact that death seemed to have been 
very rapid in his case, it is believed that 
the dose taken was an exceptionally 
large one. 


Well Known Pianist. 


Tlie deceased was one of the most 


popular musicians in the city. He was 
graduated from the local schools and 
had made his home here for the greater 
portion of his life of twenty-seven years.

Jonas Hoyle, coroner of Racine coun- 


ty, has closed his record for thc year, 
which began December 8, 1006, and end- 
ed November 22, 1007. Glancing 
over 


his books it is found that during the per- 
iod he was called upon to investigate 
rfxty-eight cases, against seventy-seven 
this year previous. 
Of thc cases this 


year it was only necessary to empanel a 
jury in seventeen instances, 


Jn forty-one cases it was determined 


that death resulted from natural causes, 
•uoh as heart failure, convulsions, apo- 
plexy and still births; two died frorii 
tsphyxiation; five were killed by electric 
cmrs; four killed by steam railway cars; 
fire ended their lives by shooting; two 
hung themselves; one wa» murdered by 
(hooting; two passed away by taking 
poinon; one mot death by falling from a 
scaffold; three were drowned; one died 
from injuries by falling down stairs; 
eno took an overdose of soothing syrup. 


Thc coroner has acted carefully and 


never held tut Inquest and put the county 
to any unnecessary expense, when it 
could be helped. There were three un- 
known persons who mot death and noth- 
ing could be learned as to their identi- 
ty. 
All occupy graves in thc Mound 


cemetery, friends in some part of the 
world mourning and wondering where 
they arc. 


That the duty of the coroner is an un- 


pleasant one, must be admitted. 
Often 


he must gather up the remains of a hu- 
man being cut into pieces by railway 
trains or otherwise; again he is obliged 
to examine decayed bodies which have

The Spider's Airship. 


When the British war balloon Nulli 


Secundus wns sailing hitfli over London1 


the navigators in the car found the air 
filled with spiders. This phenomenon is 
explained very simply. In early autumn 
the spider families separate. Hundreds 
of thousands of infantile spiders on a 
warm sunny morning scale thf low bush- 
es, cling to the tips of the leaves nnd 
project "lender silken threads from the 
spinnerets at the ends of their bodies. 
Before very long the air near the ground, 
becoming heated, ascends, nnd carries up 
the .<ilken threads with it. Still the lit- 
tle creature* hold on nud pour out silk 
till each has some eight or ten feet of 
line rising almost perpendicularly into 
the air above it. 


At last they let go and rise into the 


air themselves, ench nt the extremity of 
its own thread. Jn I hi* way they are 
carried upward, perhaps for many hun- 
dreds of feet, till nt last they meet a 
current of air moving slowly along, nnd 
by this they arc curried often for many 
miles, while they can always descend at 
will by tin: simple expedient of rolling 
up their supporting threads. 


On n warm autumn morning the air 


is often filled with these baby spiders, 
each sailing securely on its own little 
silken airship. When they descend bush- 
es, trees nnd low plants arc frequently 
covered with their gossamer threads.

A new order just issued by the post- 


master general, denominated order 1007,. 
is of vital interest to every- publisher in 
the United States and to every subscrib- 
er'of a daily newspaper, weekly paper 
or any periodical whicli goes through the 
mail. 


The order, which by many is regarded 


as unwarranted, and a usurpation of the 
rights of congress'by the.-postofficc de- 
partment will practically make it pro- 
hibitive for a. publisher to uend out news- 
papers or magazines unless they are paid 
for in advance. 


What the Law Says. 


Section three of this order bearing on 


this matter is' 'as follows:' 


"A reasonable time will be allowed 


publishers to secure renewals of sub-' 
scriptions, but unless subscriptions are 
expressly renewed after the term for 
which they are paid, within the follow- 
ing periods: 


"Dailies within three months; 
"Tri-wecklies, within six mouths; 
• 


"Semi-weeklies, within nine months; 
"Weeklies, within one year;. 
"Semi-weeklies; within three months; 
"Monthlies, within .four months; 
"Bi-monthlies, within six months; 
"Quarterlies, within six months, 


they shall not be counted in the legiti- 
mate lis- of subscribers, and copies mail- 
ed on account thereof shall not be accept- 
ed for mailing at the Bccond-clftss post- 
age rate of one cent a pound,'but'may 
be mailed at the second-class postage 
rate of one cent for each four ounces or 
fraction thereof, prepaid by stamps af- 
iixed. The right of a publisher to extend 
credit for subscriptions to his publica- 
tions is not denied or questioned, but his 
compliance or noncompliance with this 
regulation will be taken in consideration 
•in determining whether the publication is 
entitled to transmission at the second- 
class postage rates." 


Probable Intent of Order. 


It is probably the intent of the order 


to get at n class of publications which 
have continued on their mailing lists 
nnmcs of persons, who, while they do not 
want the magazine, farm paper or trade 
paper, whatever it may be, still neglect 
to pay up and order it stopped, with the 
result that after a while a bill conies 
iilong that they must pay, and then they 
are fortunate if the paper will be stop- 
ped. 


The publishers of the large metropoli- 


tan daily papers have ns a. rule discon- 
tinued their pupers within a month or so 
after the time has expired for which the 
paper was paid for, this to give subscrib- 
ers an opportunity to renew. The daily 
papers in the smaller cities, and the 
weekly newspapers quite generally which 
have been doing business in n. restricted 
field where the publisher generally knew 
his subscribers have not insisted on the 
cash in advance, but have been content 
to hnve the subscriber pay nt the end 
of the year. 


Under the new ruling, however, this 


will not be permitted. A subscriber to a 
iloilv paper will be permitted to have 
the paper mailed to him at pound rates 
1'or no longer than three months after 
the date for whic hhe hns paid to, after 
that date the publisher will have to af- 
fix a one cent stamp, and it goes with- 
out saying that this would be prohibi- 
tive. 


No Time Given Publishers. 


What is Considered by the smaller pub- 


lishers as the most severe' part of this 
order is that it is to go into effect oa 
January 1st, 1908. An effort will be 
made to have the date set ahead to July 
1st so as to give publishers time to noti- 
fy their subscribers of this change and 
get their lists iu proper. shapu to con- 
jorni to the department's requirements. 


Meantime subscribers of 
the 
Daily 


Journal, who receive the paper by mail 


iear in mind that in asking them to 


see that their subscriptions are paid in 
advance the publishers are only following 
the. orders of the postoffice department.

them for accepting employment in glass 
factories where machinery is used in 
their work. The cutters and flatten™ 
assort that the expulsion clause deprives 
them of an occupation. They also desire 
to withdraw from the association if this 
rule 
is maintained. The cutters 
and 


flntteners a,lno allege that only members 
of the union are allowed to work at the 
trade -by the association and the use of 
machinery -is prohibited. Machinery is 
used almost exclusively by the so-called 
trunt factories. In court today a, de- 
murrer, filed by the association wns over- 
ruled and the 'suit for an injunction will 
go to trial upon its merits at the next

Franchises and Reasonable Rates. 


Chicago Record-Herald: .hidge Hough 


of the federal circuit court handed down 
a. decision in New York the other day 
sustaining in the main the much dis- 
cussed opinion of Referee Mastcn in the 
so-called "80-cent gas case." 
That is, 


the court held thiit the act of the Ni 
York legislature fixing at SO cents the 
rate to be charged by the Consolidated 
company of Manhattan was null and 
void on constitutional grounds. The rate 
in the court's judgment, was confiscatory. 
as it would not. if enforced, yield the 
company a fair and reasonable return on 
its capital, or. rather, on the total value, 
of all its property. 


The principle that rates imposed by 


leginlatures or councils on public utility 
companies must be fair and reasonable 
is.' of course, sufficiently familiar. 
It 


hns been held again and again that .1 
rate which unreasonably reduces the net 
profits of n. company subject to regula- 
tion is confiscatory and repugnant to the 
constitutional provision against the tak- 
ing of property without due process of 
law. 
The New York case is considered 


important and novel because it involves 
among other issues, the question whether 
.a.spec.i»l franchise, or monopoly privilege 
is property, an asset, in the same sense 
.in. which real estate, or the plant as a 
whole, or the good will of n private busi- 
.iipss concern, is an unset on which a re- 
turn may be demanded. 


Judge Hough, confirming the view of 


the referee, holds that B. franchise is 
property—and not only "property," but

PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, Dec, 26 — 


Loaded "to the gunwales" with the roast 
turkey and other delicacies served to 
them at the great Christmas feast on 
board the American fleet now in the 
harbor here, the tars -of Uncle Sam's 
navy arc today seeking, by means of vio- 
lent exercise, to prevent a consequent at- 
tack of indigestion. All of the Jacks on 
shore leave are taking part in sports of 
various sorts provided for them by the 
people of Port of Spain, and several ox- 
citing games of football, baseball, cricket 
and polo are in progress. Coal is being 
loaded from the colliers into the bunkers 
of the sixteen battleships and the aux- 
iliary vessels, preparatory to the start 
for Rio de Janeiro. 
This run will be 


3,100 miles in length, the longest of the 
voyage. Leaving here Sunday; the lleet 
is expected to reach Rio .de Janeiro on 
January 11. Shore leave will be granted 
to the men, about 3,000 at a time. -While 
the officials of the Brazilian government 
and the city fathers and Influential' citi- 
zens of "Beautiful Rio" are. preparing a 
glorious reception for the fleet, it 
is 


known that the 'officers entertain fears 
that the bluejackets may, in their en- 
thusiasm to be entertained, create dis- 
turbances. 


On the trip from this port to Rio one 


of the most interesting events of the 
cruise will take place, and the older and 
more seasoned sailors are already laying 
their plans for the high jinks.

This means that the public is required — 
in the absence of explicit stipulations to 
the contrary— to pay dividends to a com- 
pany on what the latter has received as 
a gift from the state.1 


Tlie opinion of Judge Hough intimates 


that this conclusion is unavoidable in the 
light, of established legal doctrines \ind 
business practices. Yet some judges have 
taken the contrary view, and the ques- 
tion is regarded as decidedly "open." The 
New. York authorities intend to appeal 
to the United States supreme. court' and 
to argue exhaustively the vital or pivotal 
issue of the case — the recognition of 
franchise values as assets on which fair 
dividends must be paid: 


Insurance of State Bank Deposits. 
Madison Journal: 
The most serious 


obstacle that has yet been suggested to 
(iov. Davidson's bank-deposits insurance 
for state banks is that brought forward 
by C. B. Bird the Wauanu attorney. Mr. 
B'ird holds that for the state to guar- 
antee depositors in banks would be in 
contravention of Section 3 of Article 
VIJ1 of the state constitution, which de- 
clares that 'the credit of the state shall 
never be given or loaned in aid of any 
individual, association or corporation." 
If the insurance of 
bank depositors 


should involve the giving or loaning of 
the credit of the state, then the obsta- 
cle must be considered insuperable ex- 
cept through n 
constitutional 
amend- 


ment. The Lit Grouse Leader-Tress dis- 
cussing this point says: 


"Constitutionality, so far as the state 


is concerned, is a matter of detail while 
it is not questioned as to the nation. 
To amend the Wisconsin constitution is 
an easy matter.

in wiuch tlie voters do uot pass upon one 
or more resolutions for changes and the 
old instrument has bee.n tinkered so oft- 
en that its makers wouldn't recognize it. 
It can stand another amendment if put 
Governor Davidson's 
recommendation 


into effect."

their lot is far from being a happy one. 
The majority of wine tasters in Oporto, 
for example, arc expatriated Britons. To 
a man they are nervous and dyspeptic, 
for the constant draughts and dieting 
that must be endured 
are a t«rribl« 


strain on the strongest digestive Organs. 
In Portugal the port wine taster attach- 
ed to each exporting firm must ever have 
before him the thought: "Will this or 
will that food spoil my taste*'1 for bis 
palate is practically his stock iu trade. 


The best hour for win* tasting U itt 


the middle of the morning—so far as 
possible about two hours between that 
meal and lunch. A wine taster never 
smokes in the morning, and highly fla« 
vortd food of any kind is absolutely un- 
known to his breakfast table. The vino 
taster has before him a number of "tast- 
ing glasses," so made as to allow theifl 
contents being shaken up without being 
spilled. The shaking of wine brings out 
its aroma to the full extent, and smell 
is invariably the first test wine is put to 
by the taster. After carefully smelling 
each separate sample, the taster rejects 
all those that do not please him, sa 
then allows about ten minutes to elapse. 
Next, he slips the samples, one by one, 
sometimes eating between each a tiny, 
disc of dry bread. . A conscientious tast. 
er never swallows wine he is examining, 
His palate tells him all lie Wants 
to 


know. 


In a case where very careful selection 


is necessary a wine taster may try only 
about thirty samples in n day, but if the 
tasting be only "rough" he can d*al 
with more than double the number. A 
good wine taster, it is said, is born, not 
made. The professionals have the busi- 
ness in their own hands. An amateur- 
even if he be the owner of vineyards or. 
the head of a large wine firm—usually, 
looks to his pocket nnd lets his prittt" 
take care of itself.

LIFTING BY ELECTRICITY. 


In 
engineering 
works 
the electro • 


magnet is taking a very 
prominent 


place. 
This 
device dispenses 
with • 


hooks, slings and other lifting appara- 
tus. -By throwing a switch controlling 
the current the magnet is energized 
and thereby attaches Itself to the bars, 
castings, scrap or pig iron which it is. 
desired to lift. 


The magnet poles are shaped accord- 


ing to the; nature of the material to be 
raised. 
For heavy rails they are ob- 


long and are slung from'the crano hook 
by a short chain. 
Castings weighing 


over two tons are successfully handled 
by electro magnets. 
Another use to 


which the electro magnet Is put is in 
breaking old castings .so that they 
may be melted and utilized. To accom- 
plish this the magnet Is made to lift 
and drop a -steel ball weighing from 
one to six tons. 


The lime lost in an -engineering shop 


by what is known as slinging pieces is 
saved by electro magnets, connection 
being made instantaneously, and the 
weight liberated in the same expedi- 
tious manner.

From Biting Blasts. 


Pearson's Weakly: 
The natural heat 


of a man's blood is 98.4 degrees. That 
of a bird averages about 107 degrees 


hich is'the temperature of the domestic 


fowl. 
. 


For this reason many people suppose 


that birds do not suffer from the cold 
of winter, being also protected by their 
thick coat of feathers. 
But they. do. 


Birds and all the woodland folk feel cold, 
and a hard frost causes severe suffering. 


Birds are quite clever about seeking 


shelter from the bite of a frosty night. 
Run a bat fowling net across the side of 
a hayrick, You will be amazed at the 
extraordinary number and 
variety of 


small birds which como fluttering out ,ns 
soon as the lantern light strikes upon 
the rick side. 
Not only sparrows, but 


chaffinches, greenfinches, buntings 
and 


warblers are caught in this way. 


Sparrows huddle together in tightly- 


packed masses. With tiiem it is any port 
in a storm or a frost, and seven were 
once found, all in a feathery heap, dead, 
in a hole in the 
brickwork behind 
a 


greenhouse furnace, la some way fumes 
had leaked through the interstices of the 
masonry from the chimney behind and 
suffocated the whole lot. 


Thick ivy is a favorite roosting place 


in cold weather. Of course, there are al- 
ways plenty of birds who spend the night 
in ivy but in a heavy frost the number 
doubles or trebles. 


1394-93 was our last really severe win- 


ter. 
In February, 1895, a Herefordshire 


farmer visiting his outhouses one night 
when the mercury was somewhere below 
the 20 mark, found a number of small 
birds, chaffinches and sparrows, he thinks, 
roosting in the cow shed, some actually 
snuggled down in the straw close beside 
the big warm animals. 


Any South Downs shepherd can tell 


you that Chaffinches nnd 
greenfinches 


will spend cold nights nestling in the 
wool of the penned sheep . This latter is 
a dangerous proceeding for the poor lit- 
tle chaps, for very often they get their 
claws tangled in the wool, and when 
morning; conies to their help they starve 
to death.

Blackbirds take /refuge in- low, cloic- 


growing evergreens, nnd even occasional- 
ly in holes in the ground. They have. 
•Jjeen found sheltering in rabbit burrows 
in very severe weather. The risk from 
weasels or stoats must be considerable. 


What was perhaps the oddest artifice 


ever noticed on the part of a bird in 
'search of warmth was practiced by a 
robbin. A gentleman shooting in a War- 
u-ickshiiv covert on a very cold day had 
just killed a rabbit and was walking to 
pick it up when ho. saw a robin fly down 
from a tree and setllc upon the dead 
animal, crouching close to its still warm 
flesh. 


Afterward, when a number of rabbits 


were shot and laid under a hedge, the 
robin remained among them all the time 
the sportsman was eating his lunch. 


Squirrels put on a thicker coat in win- 


ler. 
This is duller in color than the 


summer garb. • Their tails also increase 
vastly in bushincss. This means a lot 
in Hie way of warmth, for a squirrel's 
tail is not only his rudder, but his com- 
forlor aud blanket- also. 


Hedgehogs burrow deep into the leaves 


and debris, iu the roots of thick hedges 
and hibernate there. 
In 
the 
curious, 


trancelikc stare which wo call hiberna- 
tion an animal feels no cold at all. 


The dormouse also hibernates, sleeping 


Hiuigly in a cozy little nest made of in- 
terwoven grass stalks.

confidence a young boy he might not 
b«vo been arrested on tha

'Wieehers company. Kinney 1ms been a 
resident of the city for about a year, 
coming here from 
Elklmrt, lad. He. 


boarded at the home of a Mr. Johnson, 
residing on Maple street, near the tracks 
of the company. Tom Johnson, the 17- 
ypar-okl son of l)is boarding boas, was 
brought into the case by Kinnsy and the 
police"Secured the entire story from him 
late yesterday afternoon. The arrest of 
Kinney followed, and when he was faced 
by young Johnson h<; confessed to the 
robbery and was locked up. 


Making Easy Money. 


According to-the story of young John- 


son. 
Kinney came to him a short time 


ago and stated that lip had a way of 
making a little "easy" money. He did 
not tell just how be wast going to do it 
until the evening of the robbery and 
theft of the overalls. Then he told John- 
son that the chance was a good one and 
that they would enter the box car and 
steal tlic overalls. They would dispose 
of them to a local junk dealer, he said. 
When Johnson asked him if the junk 
dealer would take them, Kinney 
said 


that he would take almost anything that 
he brought him. That has led the police 
to believe that Kinney has stolen oilier 
property from the company and that the 
Jew has taken it. The location of this 
"fence" bus not been learned, but the 
police c.\peet to have the peddler in 
the toils before long.

nterable fools. 


Without question there are defects in 


our battleships. 
There are defects in the 


battleships of Great Britain and of Ger- 
nany and of every Other power. The 
mttleship is in course of development 
and there is no fixed standard of excel- 
ence. Yet to assume that the United 
States has been building worthless bat- 
tleships—with defects so glaring that in 
event of being brought into actual ser- 
vice, they would be valueless is the acme 
of- absurdity. Tlie marine painter tells 
us that the navy is a botchwork of in- 
efficiency from the construction of the 
ships to the drill of the men. 


The same sort of criticism was made 


of the American navy before the war 
with Spain by foreign critics, but since 
then there has been little criticism from 
that quarter upon the efficiency of the 
navy. It has Remained for our critics at 
ionio. desiring to create a sensation or 
vent tlieir spleen, to seek to discredit the 
navy. Being 
rationally minded, how- 


ever, the American people may assume 
that the heads of the navy department 
are better qualified to judge of the mer- 
its of battleships than the critics—es- 
pecially the critics .that linve had their 
technical training in a s{uclio. 


We may rest assured that if our ships 


were as vulnerable as pictured by the 
marine painter it would not be necessary 
to buy a copy of McCliire's to find it out. 
We should have heard of it long ago. 
Vet technical exports place the American 
navy second only to the British navy in 
fighting effectiveness and ship for ship 
second to none in efficiency.

•'city beautiful" dream. 
Chinese firms 


and'weidthy Mongolian individuals own- 
ed much of the property in Chinatown. 
They were satisfied with the 
site of 


their quarter. It was near th« big ho- 
tels patronized by Eastern tourists, and 
it was not too far from the water front 
whence their goods came. The Chinese 
refused to sell, and 
straightway set 


about rebuilding. There is a reason why 
Chinatown was .rebuilt before the other 
parts of the burnt area, even before Mar- 
ket street had* been repaved. The Chi- 
nese property owners had no trouble in 
getting ready cash. They did not try 
to borrow from San Francisco banks or 
even, from New York money lenders. The 
first steamer to China carried long let- 
ters describing the situation.

firms. The return steamer brought the 
gold that was needed *and the Chinese 
could tell their contractors to go ahead.
